THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE. 


Of all the officers to be elected at the 


coming city election there ars none that 
•tiould be chosen more absolutely on 
account of their qualification and fitness 
fir that important board than the mem- 
bers of our school committee. The ques- 
tion of party politics should not be per- 
mitted to have the slightest influence 
upon their selection. We advocated this 
principle as strongly as we know how to 
before nominations were made by either 
party, and before we had even the slight- 
est intimation concerning a single name 
that was likely to be presented at either 
convention as a candidate. 
We know 


of no reason why we should not as strong- 
ly advocate the same principle now that 
the nominations are before us, 


On the contrary there are very clear 


reasons why the principle should now be 
even more strongly urged, if possible, 
than before the nominations were made. 
The voters of our city had a right to ex- 
pect that each party would present a 
ticket for school committee the best that 
could possibly be made up. Neither party 
has done it. There are excellent names 
for such a committee on each ticket; all 
the names are names of men who have 
many admirable qualities as citizens and 
for other positions, but these qualities, 
admirable as they are, may be quite dif- 
ferent from the qualifications required for 
a board of education such as our city de- 
mands at this time. 


We are aware that conventions under 


our popular form of government cannot 
always present exactly such a li at of names, 
especially when the list is a long one, as 
the best elements in the convention might 
prefer. In the case of these two particu- 
lar conventions it was evident that, to be 
in keeping with the non-partisan spirit 
prevailing for the 
time-being in the 


praiseworthy effort to establish a model 
city government, neither convention really 
expected to have its ticket elected in its 
entirety. That was the spirit in which 
the nominations were made. It was a 
generous invitation to help ourselves to 
such names as we preferred. The invita- 
tion has been pretty generally accepted 
and acted upon up to date. 


But now as the scent of the polls be- 


comes keener there seems to be a little 
revival of the natural party war spirit; 
witness, our esteemed contemporary the 
Sunday Democrat demanding the election 
of the Democratic school committee in its 
entirety. The spirit is time-honored and 
commendable ordinarily, and we are with 
it for all it is worth when the right time 
comes, but this is not the occasion for it. 
There is no particular harm in the demand, 
perhaps, for it certainly will not be com- 
plied with. 


No, the best men of both tickets are 


wanted regardless of previous political 
condition or servitude. Party affilations 
have nothing to do with it. just nov. 
What we want are the best men, and there 
are some splendid ones, on both of those 
tickets for the school committee. We can 
stand a little poor politics (if it is poor 
politics) for the occasion. We can make 
that good a little later. But we can none 
of us afford to stand for a year or a day 
anything but the very best material avail' 
ible in our new board of education. 


THE LICENSE QUESTION. 


The annual agitation of tbe license 


question is again upon us. Yesterday the 
North Adams pulpits were heard on the 
question, as will be seen by reports of 
lermons to be found elsewhere in these 
columns. With the pulpit utterances and 
the deep interest of many real temper- 
ance men a*d women, the question is one 
»f live local interest, whether license or 
DO license be voted. 


The temperance qnestion, to onr way of 


thinking, is the greatest moral issue be- 
fore the civilized world today. No argu- 
ment is needed to substantiate the state- 
ment. • 


But as a local issue at this time, we be- 


lieve there is but one side tothe licenseques- 
fion this year. That side Is the licens'e side, 
ind is so because of the condition of public 
entiment on tbe qnestion and because of 
lie fact that we are just entering the new 
leldofeity government. 


No one will claim that a majority of the 
people of this town heartily and earnestly 
tould support no-license. 
Yet on no 


ither conditions can a no-license vote be 
uccessful. Then, too, the question is an 
ipen one with even the strongest tern- 
lerance people whether no-license is de- 
Irable in such a town as ours. 
Would it 


irove anything else than a legal farce? 
But leaving aside the general discussion 


<f license or no-license, a pre-eminently 
(Tactical consideration just at this time is 
hat the new city government, burdened 
rith all the cares of changing from the 
own form of government and putting 
nto operation a new charter, should not 
lave imposed upon it tbe task of euforc- 
ig the hardest law in the world to en- 
ftrce, especially when as in North Adams 
mblic sentiment is not overwhelmingly in 
Ivor of such law. 
Let public sentiment here be fed on 
tmperance—the genuine 
temperance 


pint that is awake oftener than once a 
ear. Let temperance be taught and 
liked and preached to every man, woman 
nd child in North Adams the whole year 
ound. And when there is a live majority 
>r no-license iu this town, ready to en- 
tree no-license, we will have an actual 
o-license town. 


But till then, and, especially at this 


time, half-hearted, spasmodic no-license 
would be a very grave mistake. 


A BERKSHIRE MUSICAL ASSOCIATION 


A plan which ia full of rich promise fur 


the musical development of Berkshire 
county, and for the delightful entertain- 
ment of onr various communities, is under 
consideration in prominent musical circles 
of northern, central and southern Berk- 
shire. It includes not only an annual 
musical festival but a. scries of musical 
entertainments adapted to the require" 
mentsof different communities through- 
out the county. The annual festival will 
naturally be held in one of our two cities 
or one of our largest towns. 


As^e understand It a different place 


may or may not be selected each j-eur, 
according to the needs of tho association 
managing it and according to facilities 
and advantages offered by the different 
places. So far as North Adams is con- 
cerned we can safely say that such an 
arrangement for locating tho 
festival 


wouid be wholly satisfactory. 


We would like tlie festivnl whenever 


we can have it. Wo shall expect, to have 
about onr fair share of location favors; 
not as a matter of favor hut because we 
can make our advantages 
irresistible

facilities 


now we shall have them on short, notice, 
when the festival shows itself worthy of 
important, local preparations. It's a way 
we havg'up here of doing these things. 


But a far more important feature of the 


plan than uny strictly local advantages to 
be gained ni the splendid encouragement 
it will give to the musical interests of our 
entire county. An association of the kind 
proposed with the public spirited men in- 
terested in it, can do a work in good broad 
lines In this direction wbicli shall make 
our fair Berkshire as famous for its musi- 
cal advantages as it is for its natural at- 
tractions. 


Of course there is nothing for th« 
minority candidates to do now but to ac 
cept the situation with as good grace as 
possible and support President Lawrence 
as loyally as tUey can.

Renewing Strawberry W«di. 


There are several ways of renewing 


old strawberry beds. Perhaps the fol- 
lowing plau, illustrated and described 
by Professor Samuel B. Green, is as good 
ae any: 


As soon as may be after the crop is 


gathered the bed is closely mowed and 
all the weeds and strawberry leaves are 
burned. A plow is then run on either 
side of the matted rows, and all bnt 
about one foot in width of it is turned 
under. Tha furrow thus made is filled 
with fine rotted manure and the cnltiva-

tion setgoiug. The plants remaining are 
then thinned out with a hoe, and special 
pains is taken to cut out all weeds and 
old or weak'plants. This leaves the old 
bed- clean, and with plenty of manure 
close by, in which the old plants can 
make new roots. The plants soon send 
np new leaves,, which are much healthier 
than, they would be %vere the old foliage 
allowed to remain, aud if we have an 
ordinary season an abundance of run- 
ners will bo sent otiti and by winter the 
old lied will look nearly as vigorous as 
a new one 


This method of renewing the old bed 


has the inerit Of destroying all the dis- 
eased foliage, and to some extent also 
injurious insects. It is very important 
that the renewed bed be kept healthy by 
frequent cultivation and tlie destruction 
oi auy insects that may appear in order 
to have it, do its best in fruiting the fol- 
lowing soason. •

In Connection Wita Irregularities In 


Merchants' National Bank. 


Cashier Lane Hade Nothing 


by the Transactions. 


Dr. Moore Claims That Certain Stories "Are 


Largely Misrepresentations." 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Deo. 9.—The pub- 


lication of the financial difficulties of V. 
W. Lano, which- resulted in his resigna- 
tion us casiiier of the .Merchants' National 
bank, and the connection therewith of 
Dr. J. C. Moore, created a tremendous 
sensation In this city. 


The method by which Mr. Lano became 


thus involved was In carrying tho pro- 
tested drafts of Dr. Moore, placing them 
one side in a drawer as they came back 
from Boston njid crediting them a.i c<ish 
on the bank's accounts. 
When they had 


mounted up to over $44,000 Mr. Lane ac- 
quainted the bank with the fact, and 
when the officials made a demand on him 
tn make good the amount, Mr. Lane 
turned over all of hit property In trust to 
thu bank, his bondsmen making good the 
balance, about f 1500. 
Mr. Lane tendered, 


his resignation as cashier, but has 
> since 


been retained as clerk In the bank. 


The bank officials state |>iat the action 


of the late cashier is inexplicable. "The 
only way I can explain the matter," said 
President Hunt of the Merchants'bank, 
"is on the theory that Mr. Lano W'W 
hypnotized by Dr. Moore, lie was abso- 
lutely 
Under No Obligation* 


to th« doctor, and did not profit 1 cent by 
the transaction. The bank has not lost a 
dollar by the transaction." 


Mr. Lano declines to discuss the matter 


other than to stato that he alone Is re- 
sponsible for the affair, and that the bank 
hiiH treated him with the utmost consider- 
ation Hud kindness. He is greatly broken 
down by the disclosures, and has the sym- 
pathy of all the citizens. 


The feeling against Dr. Moore in In- 


tense, especially among those who suf- 
fered through the wreck of tho Common- 
wealth and Derr.vfield banks aud the Peo- 
ple's Fire Insurance companies, of which 
institutions he was president when they 
collapsed two years ago. 


It as understood that Dr. Moon claims 


that the drafts will yet be paid and that 
Mr. Lane will lose nothing. 


Dr. Moore's Sldn. 


The following statement, signed by Dr. 


Moore, was telegraphed here last night 
from Lakeport, where the doctor now is: 


"Tho stories published ii< relation to the 


Merchants' bank matter have some foun- 
dation in fact, but are largely misrepresen- 
tations and nearly all misconceived. Be- 
sides, whatever there was to it, was ar- 
ranged weeks ago between the parties in- 
terested, and neither the bank nor Mr. 
Lane are compMwints and neither will 
lose anything. 


"As to statements regarding the Union 


Publishing company, there is hardly a 
semblance of truth in them, whether re- 
ferring to indebtedness or anything else. 
All changes which have been madu have 
been made at my suggestion, with every- 
thing amicable. This, too, might prop- 
erly be left to the parties in interest, 
aud certainly ordinary courtesy would 
suggest the propriety of leaving the affairs 
of my ward to be adjusted in the proper 
place. 


"My affairs are, and have been, compli- 


cated, but sensational newspaper misrepre- 
sentations can hardly be considered fair, 
r as helpful in bringing about an im- 
provement." 


HATCHET AND RAZOR 


Brought Into Use by Young Kurd to Take His 


Father's Life. 


BIDDBFORD, Me., Dec. 9.—Alfred ,J. 


Kurd, who was arrested Saturday on sus- 
picion of having murdered his father, 
James M. Kurd, at his home on Oak 
street, Saturday morning, has made a full 
confession to Marshal Harmon. 


He said that he had been annoyed re- 


peatedly by his father's attitude toward 
him and that in a moment of unconscious- 
ness he took his father's life. Kurd's 
father wanted him to seek employment. 
Ho asked his son to leave town if it was 
necessary and go to work. That was one 
of the ways in which Hurd said he was an- 
noyed. He did not care to work, and be- 
came enraged at constant reiteration of 
his father's demands. 


Hurd further said the razor which was 


found was not the one he cut his father's 
throat with, but the actual weapon would 
be found under the piazza, where he threw 
it. The razor was found under the piazza, 
all covered with blood. 


Kurd then told how he had killed his 


father. Ho entered the chamber where 
the old man was sleeping and struck him 
an awful blow with the hatchet. He then 
cut the throat ot the unconscious man 
from ear to ear with the razor in order to 
make sure of the job. Ho told the officers 
that he fully realized what he had done 
nnd expected to suffer the consequences. 


When asked if ho was not sorry that he 


had killed his father, the prisoner said 
he did not know as he was. He further 
stated that things had come to such a 
pitch that the murder had to bo com- 
mitted. He was very cool when he made 
his confession, and told everything in con- 
nection with the murder, even to most 
minute details. That he was temporarily 
insane when ha did the deed Is the opin- 
ion of the officers. Young Hurd is a tele- 
graph operator and is 24 years old.

Guardships Question Must Soon Be Settled 


Ons Way or Another.

Dec. i).—Authentic de- 


tails Iwive boon received of the Stvns m:vs- 
Biicrcs. They show tliat tlio slaughter be- 
'gan on Nov. 12 and continued for u week 
following. It is known that 1300-Arme- 
nians aud 10 Turks were killed beforethure 
was n cessation of the bloody woi k. Tho 
manner of the oTubreak is described as fol- 
lows : • 


Suddenly, at noott, as If by a precon- 


certed signal, the Turkish -soldiers and po- 
lice, the Circassians and even the laborers 
niitl Moslem women aud children rushed 
into the market under the command of 
officers. 
All were armed, the laborers 


with tools or clubs or anything that could 
be used as uii offensive weupoii that came 
to hand. 


Thty attacked and looted the Armenian 


shops, and pursued with relentless ferocity 
tbo unfortunate occupants, who seemed 
helpless with surprise at the suddenness 
of the onslaught. Many merchants and 
clerks were killed 
nnd their bodies 


stripped. As the Importing business was 
almost exclusively in the hands of the 
Armenians, financial disaster must over- 
take Sivas when the fury at the storm of 
blood aud greed has subsided. 


The stricken Armenians slowly gathered 


the mangled and naked remains of their 
kinsmen and buried them in a great 
trench in tlje cemetery. 
, 


The Armenian villages in the vicinity 


•were iilso looted, and the people left to beg 
and die. The winter will bring terrible 
suffering to all the living victims of the 
outrages. 


A high nfllnlal, In position to know, de- 


clares I'hat the massacres were the deliber- 
ate act of th» sultan's vengeance for hav- 
ing been compelled to grant the reforms 
In Arnienin demanded by the powers. A 
few of the Turkish shop?* were attacked to 
afford n pretext on which to accuse the 
Armenians of having started the disorder. 


It is asserted that th& kaimakin of 


Gurun, where there are 5000 Armenians, 
telegraphud to the vali of Sivas: "You 
may rest assured that there is not an Ar- 
menian left In Gurun. They resisted the 
butchers, and they suffered the worse for 
it." 


The expulsion and removal ot the Ar- 


menians from Constantinople and from 
the villayets continue by wholesale. All 
the Armenian monastsries in the vicinity 
ot ErzliiReu have been pillaged. The mas- 
sacre there occurred after the Armenians 
had been disarmed, and Zekki Pasha had 
faithfully promised to protect them. 


At the village of Pesuan, nearErzingen, 


the Kurds and Turks attacked a crowd ot 
Armenians who had taken refuge in an 
Armenian church, and killed 40 of them. 


Altogether, 40Q'were killed a-id 800 were 


wounded in the Erzingen disaster. 


An official statement that the nunibei 


of the Armenian victims amounts to 00,000 
has produced a sensation. 


Still Dallying. 


The situation hero on the question 01 


the extra guardships of the powers re- 
mains unchanged and continues to offer a 
tribute to the powers of delay and eva- 
sion of Oriental diplomacy as practiced by 
the Turkish government. Statements are 
constantly reiterated of the continued ac- 
cord of the powe»s on the subject and 
their determination to insist upon a com- 
pliance with their-danmnds. 


Less Is heard, however, of the rumors, 


•which were of frequent occurrence in tho 
early period after the demand had been 
presented, that the sultan had at last de- 
cided to grant the necessary firmans to 
permit the passage of the Dardanelles, or 
even that ho luid actually issued them. 


Since the return of H. M. S. Dryad to 


Salonica bay no iwocd has been heard of 
any actual order or movement to advance 
upon the Dardanelles. Opinion continues 
divided as to whether the delay in taking 
any action to enforce tho demands is duo 
to a fear of causing a fanatical outbreak 
against the Christians by the Mussulman 
subjects of tho sultan or to a dread of a 
clash ensuing between the powera them- 
selves. 


Explicit instructions* were again re- 


ceived yesterday by all the ambassadors to 
insist upon the admission of the guard- 
ships; but, as has been stated, without 
effecting any change in the situation. 


Sal tan In Dire Didtress. 


The flight of Said Pasha and his refuge 


In the British embassy are tho sub- 
jects for most sensational interest, and the 
frantic efforts made by the sultan to in- 
duce him to leave there and to return tothe 
Yildlz palace indicate his fear either that 
he has lost the most powerful inter- 
mediary that he could hope for between 
himself and the powers in evading the de- 
mands they make upon him, or the most 
dangerous adversary he could fear having 
in counsel with tho powers. 


So persistent has been the pressure upon 


Said Pasha to leave the British embassy, 
and upon the embassy to relinquish him, 
that all palace officials are now excluded 
from there except one of 
the palaco 


sheiks, whom the sultan lias sent, and 
who vainly tried to induce Said to relent 
aud return to the sultan. The sultan has 
protested to the powers against the exclu- 
sion of his messengers, but the other am- 
bassadors support Sir Philip Currio in his 
position. The report that they advised 
Said to again accept the position of grand 
vizier has proved to be unfounded. 


That the sultan lives in a state of con- 


stant apprehension of his life was Indi- 
cated by his demeanor during tho courso 
of the ceremony of the Solamik on Friday, 
which involved the departure of tho sultan 
from the walls of the palace and his ap- 
pearance in public for a sort of a review 
of the troops, attended by many high 
officials, followed by prayers at 
the 


mosque. 


On Friday, as the sultan was quitting 


the mosque, a man attired as a Turk anc 
bearing a petition, forced himself through 
the soldiers to tho sultan's carriage. The 
sultan was seen to becomo much ngitatec 
and deathly pain, and the man was 
promptly arrested and hustled off to 
prison without having accomplished any 
harm to the sultan's person.

Mapped Out. 


Congress Not Likely to Settle Down Until After 


tho Holidays. 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 9.—The Republican 


caucus committee of the senate will hold 
its first formal meeting today after tho 
adjournment ot the senate for tho purpose 
of considering thofqubstiou oE fllllng-the 
committee vacancies anil selecting chair- 
men of the .various .oominittees. Wliilo 
nothing has heon finally Agreed upon, it 
looks now as it tho diairin(inships of the

Afjriculture, Proctor; appropriations, 


Alison; cuiist defense, Squire; census, 
Chandler;" commerce, Bryu; District ot 
Columbia, McMillan; finance, Morrill;

Among the important chairmanships 


concerning which there is no certainty as 
yet are those of contingent expenses, 
claims, education and labor, 
enrolled 


bills, library, Pacific railroads, patents, 
pensions, railroads nnd revision of tho 
laws. 


Senator Shoup is the senior RepnWb.m 


on pensions, but, the probabilities iu<= 'iiat 
lie will surrender the chairman=hlp to 
Senator Gallinger and accept another as- 
signment. Senator Jones of Nevada will, 
in ill I probability, be returned to his old 
position on contingent expenses, notwith- 
standing his independent proclivities. 
Senator Mitchell is the only Republican 
on tho committees of claims, and as he 
will probably resign his membership, it 
will be necessary to reconstruct the com- 
mittee entirely. 
Senator Hansbrongh 


eonld have the chairmanship of this com- 
mittee, but it is understood that he has 
virtually declined it. 


Further Speculation* 


There are committee!! on which member- 


ships are as eagerly sought as arc the chair- 
manships of others. These are appropria- 
tions, judiciary, finance, foreign relations 
and commerce. There has been some talk 
of increasing the last committee from U 
members to 11, but the probabilities are 
against this. If it is not increased, and if 
the Bepublicans organize. Senator Brico 
will be retired from the committee and 
his place will be filled by a Republican. 
The aspirants ore Senators Quay, Petti- 
grew and Perkins. 


It appears probable that the finance 


committee will be enlarged from 11 to 13 
members. In that event the Republicans 
will name Senators Cameron aud Platt 
for the two places at their disposal, aud 
the Democrats would probably select Sen- 
ator Daniels as their additional representa- 
tive. 


Senators Wolcott and Lodge are slated 


for foreign relations. 


The membership of the judiciary com- 


mittee has been considerably discussed. 
There are two vacancies there, aud it is pos- 
sible they may be given to Senators Davis 
and Thurston, or to Thurston or some 
other new man. 


There are four places to be filled on the 


committee on commerce, but nothing is 
certain about the filling of these. 


Senator Mitchell, as chairman of the 


caucus committee, has been devoting him- 
self to procuring data for the guidance ot 
the committee's deliberations. He finds 
that there are 10 standing and 14 select 
committees—tho Renublicans 9 and the 
Populists 5. There are 15 new Republi- 
can senators who have no committee as- 
signments. In the event of the Republi- 
cans being allowed to organize, they will 
have a chairmanship for each Republican 
senator, with one to spare, even after the 
Utah senators will have taken their seats. 


Tills Week In Congress. 


The'probabilities are that the work in 


the senate this week will be given up 
largely to callousing by all parties, and 
that the senate daily sessions will bo brief, 
with little effort at legislation. The in- 
troduction of bills will be continued, 
though no work of consequence can bo 
dona until the committees are filled. 


There Is nothing on the calendar except 


two speeches, one by Senator Morgan on 
the Behring sea question, and the other 
by Senator Cullom on his Monroe doc- 
trine resolution. It is understood that 
Senator Morgan will pay his respects to 
Ambassador Piuncefote and Lord Salis- 
bury. 


Tho house program this vi eek is a dreajy 


waste. 
Until the committees are ap- 


pointed, tho machinery of the house is 
blocked, aud nothing can be done, save by 
unanimous consent. Speaker Reed ex- 
pects to announce the committees by tho 
end of the week. The indications are that 
practically nothing can be dona in the 
way of the consideration of actual legisla- 
tion until after tho holidays. However, 
the congressional hoppers are filling up, 
preparatory to the grinding that will fol- 
low later. Last week several hundred 
bills were introduced, and it is probable 
that fully as many will be started on their 
journey to the statute books this week. 


As the president is absent on his hunt- 


ing trip, there is no probability that tho 
reply of Lord Salisbury to Secretary 
Olney's note regarding the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute, in which congress is so 
deeply interested, will be sent to the 
house this week. There may be an at- 
tempt through a resolution to procure 
from Secretary Olney the letter sent by 
him to the English premier last July, and 
Lord Salisbury's reply received Saturday. 


The, adoption of such a resolution would 


require unanimous consent, and there is 
no doubt that some friend of the admin- 
istration will object to it as lacking in 
deference to the president In his absence, 
and the fact that Mr. Cleveland in his 
message advised congress that he would 
send the reply to congress with a special 
message would doubtless bo taken as an 
additional reason why it would not be good 
taste to make a demand on the executive 
department of the government until H 
manifested at least a disposition to send to 
congress the correspondence.
